Brigadier General Charles A. Little, 


one of Hagerstowns leading lawyers 
and citizens and for thirty years 
prominent in the military affairs of 
Maryland, died at the Washington 
County Hospital in Hagerstown from 
typhoid fever last week. 
He had 


been ill for several months. He was 
66 years of age. 
Gen. Little was 
born in Adams county in 1854, the 
son of John H.' and Susan Heffner 
Little. When but a small boy his pa- 
rents moved to Washington county, 
Md. 
He was prepared for college 


under the late Prof. George Pearson, 
a noted teacher at Sraithsburg. For 
a number of years Gen. Little taught 
in the public schools and then enter- 
ed Franklin and Marshall College at 
Lancaster. After graduation in 1878. 
he was a teacher at Leitersburg for 
two years and then m charge ot the 
oublic schools in Waynesboro.

years. 


While engaged in this work General 
Little was reading law under the late 
Gen. Henry Kyd Douglas, and was 
admitted to the Washington Counry 
Bar in November.
